LOCKS FATHER AND SISTER OUT. 


SUCH IS MANAGER M’CULLOCH’s 
ORDER TO HIS MEN. 


Thirty-five Years Ago He Gave a Far 
Different Command to Confederate 
Soldiers Fighting Under Him at the 
First Battle of Bull Run—Employes 
of Chicago City Railroad Company 
Are Told te Extend Every Courtesy 
to the Union Veterans. 


Robert McCulloch, general manager of the 
Chicago City. railroad company, has issued 
different orders to the men he commands 
now from the ones he commanded between 
1861 and 1865. Thirty-five years ago young 
Captain McCulloch of the Eighteenth Vir- 
ginia was bidding his mento shoot low and 
kill every federal soldier that they could. 
Yesterday Manager McCulloch issued an 
order to the men of the Chicago City ratiroad 
company bidding them be'more than careful 
that the veterans of the Grand Army of the 
Republic who are to meet in convention in 
Chicago next week should not receive any 
- harm in traveling about the city on the street 


cars. 

Manager McCulloch asked his men as a 
special favor to be as kind and patient with 
the veterans as they possibly could be. Here 
' 1s an order that Lieutenant McCulloch, fight- 
ing with a Georgia regiment at the first bat- 
tle of Bull. Run, gave to his men: “ Shoot low 
and shoot to kill.” . : 
And this ts the order that the Confederate 
veteran gave to his men of the street car 
company forty years after Bull Run: 

*“ Be careful not to injure the old veterans. 
Give them all possible latitude and make 
, their rides safe and agreeable.”’ | 


“ Make Their Rides Agreeable.” 
Here ts the text of the special order that 


the treatment of the men who wore the blue: 


During the coming week the city will be filled 
with visitors and ‘our carrying capacity will at 
times be taxed to its utmost, consequently every 
employé of the company is expected to be always 
ready for duty during that time. 

Many of these visitors will be unused to street 
car travel, and many of them old and crippled. 

Be careful not to injure them in getting off or on.

Do not have disagreements with them as to 
transfers or In fact, allow the old sol- 
diers great latitude 
agreeable.

. Not content with issuing the general order, 
the foremen and barn bosses of the street 
car company say that Manager McCulloch 
has been ous among the employés, caution- 
ing them again and again to show every 
possible courtesy to the union veterans. 

“Look out for the boys,” said the general 
manager. ‘“ They could take care of them- 
selves very well thirty-five years ago, but 
they’re old and gray-headed now, and their 
steps are faltering. Don’t hurry them. The 
street car company can wait a little bit now 
and then for the old boys of the Grand 
Army.” 

From Schoolto War. 

Forty years ago Manager McCulloch was 
a cadet in the Virginia Military Institute 
at Staunton, Va., the school that was called 
the West Point of the confederacy, He 
was in his second year and was just turning 
19 when the war broke out. 

Manager McCulloch did not object to the 
order in, regard to the treatment of the vet- 
erans being made public, but he wanted his

‘When day dawned in Akron on Thursday 
morning it revealed a scehe of desolation 
and the evidence of violence and lawlessness 
unparalleled in the ory of this city. The 
city building was a heap of smoldering ruins 
and beside it steamed the water-soaked 
ashes of Columbia Hall. The police force of 
the city was disorganized and acattered. 

Electric wires lay across the streets. in 
the vicinity of the burned buildings, and 
débris of all kinds was scattered far and 
near. The down-town streets were just as 
the mob left them, and, although nothing 
was being done by the rioters, crowds of 
Spectators, hundreds in number, hung 
around, waiting for something to turn up: 


Growds Assemble Early. | 

at 6 o'clock the crowds began to increase 
as the curious spectators hurried to the 
scene of the trouble. A policeman appeared 
and then another, timid at first, but with in- 
ae assurance as no violence was of- 

There was no evidence of il) will or dis- 
quiet on the part of the crowds at the 
lines. There was no talk of violence. The 
turbulent element had slunk away with the

During the day rumors were current that 
mobs were being formed to go to Cleveland 
and lynch Peck, but there was no good 
ground for the rumor. The arrival of the 
troops distracted the attention of those 
lawlessiy inclined, and had a salutary ef- 
fect on those who would have delighted in 
a reourrence of the rioting. 
| The rumor that Chief of Police Harrison 
had become insane and had fled caused a 
great deal of comment. Although Mayor 
Young is criticised somewhat for his con- 
tradictory speeches, a great deal of the 
blame for the rioting is placed on the shoul- 
ders of Chief Harrison. 


_Mayor’s Contradictory Statements. 

In his first attempt to os the mob the 
Mayor said that the prisoner had been taken 
out of the city about 4 o'clock. In another 

h he gave 6 o'clock as the time of the 
pfisoner’s departure, and in speaking again 
he said 8 o’clock. They believed from the 
Mayor’s contradictory statements he was 
not telling the truth, and that the prisoner 
was still in the city jail, notwithstanding the 
fact that the two different committees had 
searched the building from cellar to roof 
without finding any trace of the prisoner. 

John A. Wintrode, one of the committee- 
men who made the search, stood on the roof 
of the building and told the mob that Peck 
was not to be found, but the rioters refused 
to be satisfied. 

Mayor Young said today: “ We did every- 
thing we could, but nothing would satisfy 
the mob. Two committees searched the 
building from cellar to garret and reported 
Peck was not to be found, but the mob 
would not take their word. Newspaper dis- 
patches from Cleveland stating that Peck 
was in jail there were read, but all were 
hooted at by the mob. Then the assault on 
the building began. We resisted as long as 
we could. I feel that we did right, as we 
could not permit the building to be sacked. 
I suppose the mob released eight or ten 
male prisoners in the city jail in the base- 
ment. I do not know who they _— or 
what became of them.”’ 

‘The city officials secured the old post- 
office, corner of Mill street and Broadway, 
for temporary quarters.

Peck Fears for His Life. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 23.—[Special. ]—Twen- 
ty Deputy Sheriffs are guarding the county 
jail tonight to protect Louis Peck, the negro, 
from mob violence.

He repéatedly asks whether or not his life 
is safe. He begs constantly for adequate 
protection. He heard that a mob from 
Akron will be here tonight, but his fears 
were unfounded. There will probably be no 
attempt by outsiders to attack Peck. It is 
believed that arrangements for defending 
him are entirely adequate in case a mob 
should visit the city, which is practically 
out of the question. Deputy Sheriffs guard 
all the county lines between here and 
Akron and_are searching all suburban cars 
as they enter their respective jurisdictions. 
All trains are also examined at convenient 
stations that there may be no danger of 
mob violence here. Chief of Police Harrison 
of Akron is here.

The army, on a basis of 100,000 men, 
is still so small that there is not room 
in it for all the men who would like 
to enlist. There is no difficulty in get- 
ting all the troops wanted. There are in 
this country a great many adventurous 
spirits who like the idea of a little fight- 
ing and of seeing foreign lands. They 


| have no strong home ties. A business life 


seems dull to them. In the army they 
will ‘be taken care of and may have the 
adventures they long for. Thus the Ameri- 
can army is a safety valve for the country. 
It gives an occupation to restless spirits,

The American army is hardly more than 
a police force. Relatively it is not so large 
as that which existed in 1810, when it 
was fourteen-one-hundredths of 1 per cent 
of the total population, while now it is 
only nine-one-hundredths of 1 per cent. In

Not one in 10,000 of the people who daily 
make use of the letters “ Esq.” in address- 
ing letters has even the faintest idea of the 
real meaning and ithportance of the term; 


’ the majority of them, indeed, have probably 


never given the matter a thought, no more 
than they have to the title of “ Mr.” or 
“Mrs.” Still less is it understood by for- 
ers, to whom it is a never-failing source 
of perplexity, and who in their courteous 
anxiety to do the right thing often add the 
word “‘Esq."’ in full at the end of a name 
already adorned with a prefix of “ Mr.” 
Strictly speaking, the word “ Esq.’ is a 
nobiliary title, a fact which will doubtless 
astonish many of those in this country who, 
while professing a truly republican con- 
tempt for such gewgaws as honorific dis- 
tinction, make a constant and daily use of 
the term. It is the English equivalent of 
the German “Edler” with the particle 
“von”; of the French Gentilhomme” 
with a particle “de”; of the Spanish “ Hi- 
dalgo”’ or “Don”; of the Portuguese 
Fidalgo,”’ or and of the Dutch 
 Jonkheer"’ with the particle “ van.” 
Being a nobiliary title, only a limited num- 


dressed as ‘‘Esq.’’ They may be divided 
into two classes—namely: those who are 
Esquires by virtue of inheritance, and those 
who are Esquires ex-officio. The latter 
comprise duly ordained clergymen of the 
Church of England, Judges, Magistrates, 
Deputy Lieutenants of Counties, commis- 
sioned officers in the army, navy, and civil 
service, and members of the bar.. The 


| nobility of these being ex-officio is of a pure- 
ily personal nature, and cannot be trans- 


mitted to their children, who have therefore 
no. legal right to their father’s title of ** Es- 
quire.”’ 

The other *‘ Esquires”’ are either persons 
who have received from the crown a grant 
of armorial bearings or who are the lineal 
male descendants “ legally begotten of the 
original grantee of the coat-of-arms,” such 
as, for instance, Mr. Scrope of Danby, 
whose ancestor in 1889 was able to prove in 
a court of law that his nobility was far 
superior to that of the Grosvenors, although 
he himself remains “‘ G. Scrope, Esq.,”’ while 
the present chief of the Grosvenors bears 
the title of Duke of Westminster, 
- §ir Bernard Burke, perhaps the greatest 
Aeraldic authority of the present century, 
declares that “ Peers, Baronets, and Es- 
quires entitled by inheritance to armorial 
bearings constitute the. nobility of Great 


Britain and Ireland.” 

Strictly speaking, bankers, physicians, 
manufacturers, merchants, actors, profes- 
sors, and journalists, etc., are none of them 
entitled ex-officio to the addition of the word 


* Esq.”’ to their names, and cannot put for- 


accorded to them merely by courtesy, by a 
wish to please them by addressing them with 
a title which does not belong to them but 
for which they long. 

- Just on this particular ground it is used 
more frequently by well-bred persons in 
addressing people of this class than those 
who are “ Esquires"’ by right. The latter, 
sure about their duly defined rank, are not 
‘so tenacious about the matter, whereas the 
former are terribly sensitive on the subject, 
and are apt to resent any neglect to affix 


[the magic ‘‘ Esq.” to their patronymic as 


an ungraceful reminder of the inferiority of 
their social status. The result is, that while 
for motives of delicacy and courtesy consid- 
erate people make a point of dubbing 
“ Esq.” those of their acquaintances and 
‘correspondents who have no right. to the 
tithl—especially in. their communications 
with tradesmen to whom they may happen 
to owe money—they seldom make use of the 
word among themselves, save in the most 
formal and ceremonious communications.

Promoters of Proposed New Company 
Would Drive 014 Concerns from the 
‘Trading Fleor — Form of Contract 
Drawn .Up Giving Exclusive Privi- 
leges to Rival Enterprise—Will Be 
Submitted to Meeting of All Mem- 
bersePresident Warren’s Appeal... 


Ejectment proceedings to oust the West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph companies 


_from their offices on the exchange floor of 


the Board of Trade were suggested yester- 
day at a meeting of the committee of mem- 


. bers of the board which has in hand the pro- 


motion and organization of the Exchange 
Telegraph company. 

The old telegraph companies, while no 
longer collecting the quotations on the floor 
ofthe board, still have an office there, in 
plain view ef the trading pits, where a force 
of eighty-five to 100 operators and clerks are 


employed handling the business of members 


—largely with customers at other exchanges. 
As the great bulk of business is between 


exchange centers, it could be handled by the { 


proposed new line connecting the principal 
exchanges of the country. . 
In order to make the stock of the et geen 
telegraph line attractive to investors, the 
committee has drawn up a form of contract 
nding the Board of trade to give the ex- 
clusive privileges of the floor to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company. This contract 
was’ the report of the subcommittee, com- 
posed of A. O, Slaughter, John R. Walsh, 
J. F. Harris, Charles Counselman, and P. A. 
Valentine, to the full committee. The con- 
tract was discussed and referred to President 


William 8. Warren _to secure action by the . 


Will Go to Board. Ris 
While the directors would have the power 


to enter into such a contract, the matter is {| 


considered of so much importance and the 
necessity of having the hearty codperation 
of the entire membership so great, that the 
contract will be submitted to a special meet- 
ing of the entire board for approval before 
the directors take action.

The Board of Trade is not only willing, but 
anxious, to have its quotations go out ee the 
world, subject only to such reasonable restrictions 
as shall confine them to legitimate uses and for- 
ever render impossible their use for simple gam- 
bling purposes, to the detriment of all reputable 
dealera and the undoing not only of their dupes 
but the farmer as well. For it must be con- 
ceded that the bucket shop system has reached’ 
dimensions which threaten the existence of the 
markets, inasmuch as it diverts from them ‘the 
speculative support which must absorb and carry 
surplus stocks of grain. 

A number of prominent business- and cap- 
italists have under cohsideration the building of 
a new telegraph company to. connect all the ex- 
changes of the country, and which wih 


co- 
operate with them to keep speculation within .
